JAPAN. 
; YOKOHAMA. 

The dates brought by the French mail from Yokohama are 
to 15th. There is no news of importance. The steamer 
Osaka arrived on the 11th November, her passage, including 
all stoppages, being 108 days. 

The Japan Herald has lately been enabled, through the 
courtesy of Capt. Bullock, R.N., to publish tho result of the 
surveying expedition. of H.M.S. Serpent to the East and West 
coast of Japan. We are glad to see active steps being taken 
for the surveys of the Japanese waters, as there arc few coasts 
more dangerous aud less known to mariners than these. Oom- 
mander Stevens, of H.M.S. Perseus, gives an interesting report 
on the rock which proved fatal to the P. and O. steamer Singa- 
pore :— 

It ia six or seven feet below the water at low water spring tides. 

Its dimensions are comprised in an area of nine to twelve feet, with — 
soundings around it of from thirteen to twenty-one fathoms, within a cir- 
cuit of half-a cable on ail bearings, excepting that of Low Island, from the 
centre of which it is one mile and a quarter distant on a bearing north 
20 deg. east. 

It is situated near the extreme of a sunken ledge or bank of an unlevel 
nature, which has soundings on it from Low Island (to the Rock) varying 
from six to seventeen fathoms. 

The Ruck is distinctly visible through the transparent water by which 
it is covered, and no remnant of the P. and O. steamer Singupore was to 
be seen. It is entirely surrounded to a considerable extent by the most 
conspicuous of “ overfalls” and “ripples,” which exist inthis vicinity, the 
whole of which I submit mariners should be advised to carefully avoid. 

Io chart No. 2,441 a passage between Low Island and Toviowisatki is 
marked as possessing soundings 3, 7, and 3 fathoms respectively. This 
is entirely an error, as the passage is barely safe for a boat to make use of, 
and it should on no aceount be adopted for anything larger. 


CHINA. 
—— 
PEKING. 

A correspondent of the China Mazi writes from this port as 
follows, under date 10th November :— 

“If I tell you that their Excellencies Messiours les Grands 
Seigneurs talk less about the revision of treaties in this me- 
tropolis than do the ‘ masses’ in any other place of China, I 
think I do but assert what is actually a fact. What they do, 
however, is quite another matter, and is altogether behind the 
scenes, which vulgar eyes cannot penetrate. ‘The United States 
Minister is to leave on the 18th ivustaut, with his family, upon 
a visit of inspection to all the open ports. The Admiral has 
placed at H.E.’s orders the despatch U.S. vessel Aahuelot, now 
lying at Shanghai. The Ministcr will be nbsent the whole 
winter, and his absence will be regretted by all his confreres 
in Peking, whose respect and sympathy he appears to have 
gained in the highest degree. It is to be hoped that the Hon. 
Anson Burlinghame may remain long in this country, for his 
influence is powerful to do great and good things. ‘He possesses 
the faculty (not a common one by any means) of smouthing 
over many a rugged road, and the esteem and the confidence 
which he has won for himself from the representatives of all 
European nations in the Peking official wert are the result of 
a long and brilliant and, above all, a nsvYul diplomatic caréer. 

“It is said that General Viangali, the “Russian Minister, 
will shortly retire from his post.~The weather is becoming 
cold, and very wise Celestials proitot that the:winter is going 





to besevere. The thermometer stands to-day at 26 deg. It 
is with deep regret that I have to mention the long protracted 
illness of Dr. Dudgeon, the Medical Physician of the London 
Mis-ion Hospital established at Peking. ‘The poor will miss 
him, for it is said that Dr. D. must proceed to a warmer 
climate. 

“Ttis an on dit that the new college, known as the ‘Tung- 
nen-kwan,’ is to be opened at the commencement of the Chi- 
nese New Year. The Baron von Gumpach and Professors 
Billequin, Lepissier, and O-Brien, are eager for the coming day. 
You will have heard, no doubt, before this can reach you, of 


‘the sudden death of Dr. Poles, the medical officer of H.B M.'s 


Legation. This sad news only reached us this morning from 
Tientsin, whither he had been ordered to proceed to attend the 
community after the death of Dr. Amitie. He is to be buried 
in the Tientsin Cemetery, beside his wife, who died at the same 
place some four weeks ago. Dr. and Mrs. Poles arrived in China 
in April of this year.” 





TIENTSIN. 

A letter from this port, dated 14th November, says :—“ The 
trade of the port has increased immensely, but barely is there 
one bale of gouds that ever finds its way into the godowns of 
the furvigu merchants. One must, however, except the Russian 
ageuts, who are employed in forwarding Hankow brick teas to 
the Siberian markets. This particular branch of trade has 
doubled itself within the past three years. The last steamer up 
at Tsz-chut-lin (the foreign concession) for this season arrived 
this morning. It is the Ay-ar-ma-ra (better known as the old 
confederate cruiser Talahasset). All the sailing crafts cleared 
away: yesterday, so there will be none frozen in, as was the case 
with some five or six last year. 

“Fears were entertained some time ago that Messrs. Traut- 
mann and Co.’s two steamers the Vuen-tss.fee and Nanzing, 
were to be withdrawn from their old line. It has now been 
ascertained that such is not the intention of their proprietors, 
aid they will continue to run as heretofore between Shanghai, 
Obefov, and Tientsin. The public at large congratulates itself 
that such is to be the case, fur not only are the steamers them- 
selves admirably adapted to their special line, but their com- 
manders (Captains Tullock and Dreye) have become exceedingly 
popular. The samo remark may hold good in writing of the 
5. S. N. Co.’s steamer Szechuen, commanded by Captain Bie- 
bie. The dexterity of this latter is something which excites 
admiration, To give an example, which will be fully 
appreciated by all those who have been stuck for hours, and 
sometimes whole days, in the bends of the river ‘ Peiho,’ I may 
mention as a proof of his skill in handling his ship that, in the 
middle of one night of the 26-27 of last month, there being 
no moonlight, but only clouiy darkness, Captain Bisbie took 
up his large steamer the entire distance from Taku to Tientsin 
without once having occasion to send a line ashore at any of 
the bends, aud this he did within six hours. This is, so far as 
I kuow, perfection as concerns the steam navigation of this 
river, for never cau it be surpassed. Smaller steamers may do 


‘as much, but never more. Tne echuen is, however, a boat of 


about 900 tons carrying capacity.” 





CHEFOO. 

From a Chef::o letter of the 18th November we extract the 
followiug items :-— 

This little port still flourishes, and its residents remain on 
the gz vive with regard to the reply which H.B.M. Minister at 
Peking way (some diy, perhaps) deign to give to the “ ever- 
ewbylieued-duo of firms” who favoured his Excellency in May 
last with that for ever memorable and witty document com- 
monly calied the “ Chefoo Memorial.” 

Tue direct trade with England and England’s colonies is a 
fact accomplished and cannot be disputed. The third of a 
cargu of coals has been landed ex Finsel, from Liverpool, and 
two uther caigoes have been received direct from Sydney, N.S.W. 
The first lot was consigned to Messrs. F. and Co., and the 
secund to Messrs. W.C. aud Co.; it becomes therefore apparent 
to the outside world, and it will be a matter of congratulation 
to the Exeter Hall-ives that the poor of the province of Shang- 
tung (about 5,000,000 of souls in ali) will not be so short of 
fuel uuring the coming winter mouths as they were in the 
wiuter uf 1866-67, 

The railway to Tsi-nan-foo is not yet completed ; it must be 
that the first sud of the liue was turned up a: that extremity, 
for, uot even from the highest; peaks surrouuding Coecfuo can 
avy signs of the works or workmen be distinguished, The trade 
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in pease, bean-cakes, etc., is not brisk just now, but that is easy 
of comprehension when it is considered that merchants are 
unwilling to purchase, owing to the belief which prevails in the 
minds of men that the sunrise which is expected to take place 
on the Ist January next will throw its beaming rays on the 
“Free Port of Yentai.” 

The Friend of China says, “the rebels are again in this 
proviuce. By the latest reports they wero marching towards 
Chu-pam-foo. One party is coming from the east, another 
from the west. We also learn that they have had an cngage- 
ment, the Imperial troops suffering a loss of some thousands. 
The Chinese report the trail of the killed and wounded as 
over 60 2s long. The natives have no fear about the rebels 
coming here.” 





NEWCHWANG. 

From Nowchwang, under date Nov. 18, we have the follow- 
ing: “ The winter is so far setting in with a mild face. No 
ice has, as yet, been seen. Five vessels were loading, and the 
8.8. Island Queen bas just arrived. ‘he SS. Manchuh is 
still expected from Shanghai via Tientsin. She will no doubt 
be the last vessel this year. The Light-ship is ordered to 
winter at Chefoo. The rough summary of imports and exports 
for the past season is as fullows :— 

“‘Imports.—Opium, 2,446 chests; Grey Shirtings, 38,190 
pieces ; Camlets, 3,128 pieces ; Lastings, 5,140 pieces ; T-Cloths, 
6,549 pieces; Lustres, 13,670 picces ; Drills, 32,921 pieces ; 
White Shirtings, 3,851 pieces ; Iron, 28,422 piculs; Sugar, 
89,748 piculs; Glass, 400 boxes. 

“ Exports.—Bean Cakes, 2,343,792 pieces ; Peas, 1,086,977 
piculs ; Oil, 20,304 piculs. 

“One hundred and sixty-seven vessels have been Jaden with 
bean cakes alone during the season, and upwards of three hun- 
dred and twenty vessels arrived in all, and cleared with out- 
ward cargo for native ports. I have heard that the newly-im 
ported bean cake manufactory machinery, belonging to oue of 
the oldest and largest firms of China, is likely to be very suc- 
cessful. It has been inspected by an official, who has made out 
a most favourable report of it. He considers that it must be 
a most profitable experiment, if managed with ability. H.B.M. 
Consul, ‘[. T. Meadows, Esquire, is still abseut hunting tigers 
in Manchuria. The European community isin the enjouymeut of 
excellent health.” 

The Rev. W. C. Burns, one of the oldest and most highly- 
respected missionaries in China, has recently removed from 
Peking to this place, and an interesting letter from him is pub- 
lished in the Missionary Recorder for November. He says : 
“The foreign community permanently resident here is not very 
small, when we include pilots and all the Custom House officers ; 
and, during the season when the river is open (it is closed from 
three to four months by ice), the number of forcign vessels is 
on an average, I understand, somewhere about 25U each year. 
I have begun a Sabbath service in English at the British Con- 
sulate, The meetings have been preity well attended, and, by 
the Divine blessing, we hope that a few at. least may be dis- 
posed regularly to assenible in our Lord’sname. * * I hope 
that in a year or two, if not sooner, this place and the country 
beyond will not only be occupied by additional missionaries, 
but that those in the south who need a change may brace their 
systems by a summer visit, or by spending a winter here. In 
summer this place is couside:ably cooler than Peking, and in 
winter it is sufficiently cold, I suppose, to satisfy the desires of 
a Canadian. The Mandarin language is spoken in great purity, 
not only throughout Manchuria, but also in the provin-es of 
Kirin and the Amour under the rule of the Chinese Empire ; 
and in all this vast region there is uot, if J exccpt mysel!, a 
single representative of the Protestaut churclies. As in other 
countries, the priests of Rome are found established here and 
there, and will, in fact, pre-occupy the field unless evangelical 
Christians bestir themselves and enter on the work with a new 
measure of single-eyed consecration.” 


SHANGHAI. 

From this port we have advices to the 21st of November. 
The English mail of September 26 arrived out on the 13th of 
November. The latest telegrams from London were, via 
Kiachta, October 7 ; via San Francisco, per Costa Rica, October 
13; aud va Gualla, October 22 

There is very little news from this port ; the most important 
item appears to be the settlemeut of the Church question ; which 
is thus described by the Friend of China :—* We heur that at 
the Church building meeting a resolution was passed to perfect 
with Mr. Iveson the scheme kuown as the ‘ Rowley Millerian ;? 
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that is to say, the line of the compound along Honan-road will 
be let on lease to him ; he will be at liberty to pull down the 
present chapel, and with the materials build China houses over 
the site ; aud for this he will pay twelve hundred taels a year. 
But it is Shanghai dufferism all over to let him have such terms, 
and just as we anticipated would be the result of the trustees’ 
efforts in behalf of the public at large. We want the bishop up 
here for a short time, evidently, to give that tone to church 
affairs which they do not now enjoy.” 

The Chinese Government had purchased Messrs. E.“D. Sas- 
soon and Co.’s steamer Waratah for 5,000 taels, and are re- 
fitting her at the new arsenal. Three or four years ago 
this vessel was sold for 28,000 taels, or nearly six times more 
than she has now gone into Chinese hands for. 

The Shanghai papers record the death, by a melancholy ac- 
cident, of Mr. James P. Watkins, the “Commodore” of the 
Pacific Mail service. He was procceding to Shanghai, on board 
the steamer Costa Rica, on the business of the company, when 
he accidentally fell down an open hatchway, and sustained 
injuries of so severe a nature as to cause death within two 
hours, Captain Watkins was formerly in the United States 
navy, and was 59 years of age. 

The following is from a French correspondent at Shanghai : 
—“ It is necessary to exercise a strict watch over the vessels 
conveying coolies embarked in Portuguese waters at Macao, not 
only as regards the salubrity of the vessels and the immigrants, 

but also to prevent any abuses in the nature of the engagements 
made with the men. The kidnapping of children by Chinese 
pirates has rocently greatly increased, not only in the villages 
along the Canton river, but also on the coast of Tonkin and 
Cochin China. The missionaries declare that, in spite of all 
their efforts, not less than 10,000 persons have withio a short 
period been sold in Tonkin, of which number 2,000 came from 
the Annamite frontier. The ships employed in this nefarious 
traffic display the flags of different nations, and generally pro- 
ceed to Lima or Havannah. The Legations at Peking are making 
most praiseworthy efforts with the Chinese Government to put 
an end to this state of things, but there is reason to desire that 
the Western Powers should exercise a pressure on the Court of 
Peking to induce it to punish its guilty subjects most severely.” 





HONG KONG. 

The dates by this opportunity are down to the 26th Nov. 
The outward mail of 10th Oct. arrived on the 23rd Nov. 
The P. and O. steamer Delhi which conveyed it fell in with a 
gale in the China Seas, ‘I'he following is her report :— 

November 12th, left Singapore at noon. Clear of the Straits found a 
strong N.E. monsoon blowing ; proceeded towards the Palawan passage. 
Passed into favourable winds with thick rainy weather. At midnight of 
the 16th thick squally weather, eased dead slow at entrance of Palawan 
Channel till daylight, 35 miles south of Royal Captain Shoal. On the 
morning of the 16th sighted and passed Royal Captain and Bombay 
Shoals, weather characterised by a murky impervious haze, particularly to 
E. and N.E., and barometer tending downwards from 30.10 to 
29°90. A strong wind drawing to N. W. made e press of sail, double- 
reefed topsails and reefed courses to clear the Palawan Channel. 
At 8 P.M. fresh gale with squalls and heavy head sea. Furled 
all square eails and jibs, and set reefed trysails. At 10.30 p.m. 
clear of the Palawan passage, a strong gale at W.N.W.; eased engines to 
steerage way ; a high head sea from north and thick rain. At 4 a.m 
barometer 29.74; all bands preparing ship for bad weather, secured boats, 
and battened and lashed down. At 8 a.M on 17th, barometer tending 
still downwards, strong gale with gusts, wore ship with head to southward. 
At noon, the gale at West, baremeter rising 29.86 wore ship with head 
to northward ; an increasing very heavy sea with a high cross sea running 
through it. Wind decreasing and constant rain, continued the 
engines at slow. Sunset, barometer 29.80, yale moderate at 8.S3.W., 
with heavy cross sea, frequent heavy rain, and murky impervious cloud. 
Midnight. moderate breeze and cloudy, less sea. wind at S.S.W., pro- 
ceeded full speed steering North. Noon on the 18th, fresh gale at S.E., 
with hard squalls and high cross sea, barometer 3009, steering 
N.N.E. At ll pm., barometer falling again, with increasing sea and 
rain, eased engines and steered North. At 3.30 p.m. increasing bad 
weather symptoms, eased engines to steerage way, and steered to 
N. E., wind E by N., barometer falling from 29.93 to 29.87 and 
rising again to 29.90. At daylight set close-reefed square sails, and steered 
direct course. All day the focus of the bad weatter could be distinctly 
marked to the S.W. in a bank of dark cloud, At noon on the 19th a 
second gule (a straight gale at N.E., perhaps as hard as has ever blown in 
the China sea, rising in force to the strength of a first-class hurricane) set 
in, and blew for thirty hours; the sea ran proportienately high; but in 
this second bad weather the sea ran true. In the intervening moderate 
weather the boats and deck battening and Jashings had been resecured, 
The barometer throuyhout this second gale ranged from 29.90 to 29 72, 
with constant heavy rain. After ten hours the jollyboat was washed away, 
and after 15 hours the port lifeboat was washed adrift and the starboard 
liteboat and cutter, badly stove, had to be cut away. 1 aM, Nov. 2let, 
weather mouerating, barometer rising to 30, the slide valve gear of fore- 
most engine broke donn, stopping the engines; hove ship to uuder storm 
main-trysail, and close- main-topeail, and engineers set to work to 
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repair the injury. At 2.30 a.M., 22nd, repairs of engines completed, 
turned a-head Daylight, 23rd, madv the land. stopped enzines an hour 
to repair slight detects in foremost engine. Made square sail, and close 
with the land. At 8.20 a.m. turned ahegd with enyines and furled sails. 
Barometer, 30.40. At noon anchored in Hong Kong Harbour, At 
4 a.M., 17th, the Dehi was in a position N.E. of the Palawan channel, 
to be in Hong Kong in 7} days from Singapore, with the weather usual to 
the season. 

On the lstof November H.M. guo-boats Algerine, Bouncer, 
and Janus left this port and proceeded to Cupchi Point, for the 
purpose of demanding restitution from some villages in the 
neighbourhood, for a registered Hong Kong junk, which had 
been stranded there in consequence of her cables being cut by 
the villagers, and the cargo afterwards plundered. ‘The juok 
had a valuable cargo and a great number of passengera, who 
had a considerable amount of treasure with them, and the 
whole junk and cargo were valued at $30,000. 

The gunboats found on arrival that the junk had been com- 
pletely destroyed by the inhabitants of the villages, which were 
pointed out, and found to be both large and populous ; appli- 
cation was made in the first place to the mandarin of the dis. 
trict, who, however, said he was utterly powerless to protect 
British property, or in fact do anything with theso piratical vil- 
lages. These places were next visited and an attempt was made 
to open negotiations with the inhabitants, but without success, 
It was proved that these were undoubtedly the guilty parties by 
portions of the junk and property being found in various houses, 
and as the people seemed determined to refuse all settlement 
of the claims against them, parties were landed for the purpose 
of securing the principal men of each village. This was effec- 
tually done in seven instances, but in two places the villagers 
opened fire on the landing party with gingalls and spears, with- 
out, however, doing any injury, and they were quickly driven 
back, and their haunts levelled with tho ground, as was also 
done in another instance, where the head mieu had offected their 
escape. The others then seemed willing to come to terms, and 
agreed to make up among themselves the {required sum. The 
Algerine returned on vhe 17th Nov. with a portion of this, 
while the Bouncer and Janus remain to collect the remainder, 
keeping the head men prisoners until it is paid. 

The two notorious pirates known as Tah-poh-chi and Sing- 
woh, wlio have been detained for the prst two months iv order 
that the necessary witnesses against them migt be procured, 
were brought up on remand on the 22nd Nov. before Mr. 
Goodlake. Inspector Daly stated that, althoug:: he had made 
every effort, and had gone to several places to procure the wit- 
nesses, he had not as yet been able to collect them—they re- 
fused, in fact, to come forward. However, Mr. Deane had now 
a gunboat placed at his service for this especial purpose, and if 
ever there was to be a case against the prisoners it would be 
ready on tho Munday following. Under these circumstances, 
and as the prisoners were such well-known characters (tnere 
being somewhere about six cases of piracy and murder agaiust 
one of them), his Worship granted tbe further remand, and 
H.M.’s gunboat Drake left the harbour on this errand. 

About seven o’clock on the 24th Nov. (Sunday) a fire broke 
out in some bamboo scaffolding covered with mats, surrounding 
the Royal Artillery barracks, but was quickly extinguished by 
the assistance of three fire-engines, which were all on the spot 
in less than five minutes, and the damage was confined to the 
destruction of a few bamboo poles and mats. 

It is an odd coincidence that the fire by which so large a 
quantity of cotton was destroyed should have occurred simul- 
taneously with the combination among the Chine:e to refrain 
from purchases of that article. Messrs. Oliphant and Co.’g 
Circular has the following on this subject :—“ Business of all 
kinds has been very dull throughout the fortnight, the uncer- 
tainty as to the action of the Cotton Guild, and as to the effect 
of that action upon other branches of trade, teuding to make 
native merchants still less inclined to enter into operations of 
any maguitude, and sdding to the depression already existing. 
It is now asserted that, within the past few days, those mer- 
chants who at first were reluctunt to enter into the combina. 
tion have given in their adherence, and that afer the Ist 
proximo no purobases of cotton for the Canton market will be 
made at this port. The Mandarins at Canton are said to have 
brought a deal of pres-ure to bear on the subject, and the 
reduction in ‘squeezes’ promised by them to be made, in the 
event of this movewent beiny successful, has aided materially 
in briuging about the desired result, while the dislike to the 
Stamp Act hus also had its effect. Other branches of 
trade are expected by the natives to follow that in ootton, 
ang eventually lead to a large increase in the trade of Canton, 
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Foreigners generally are not disposed to take the same view of 
the matter, though some of the Parsee and Armenian houses 
are making arrangements for opening branch establishments at 
Canton.” Some further particulars will be found in our Com- 
mercial Report. 

No. 10 of Motes and Queries on China and Japan, is re- 
markable for “a short vocabulary of the Mongolian language 
in the dialect chiefly used on the northern borders of China,” —- 
by the Editor. This number also contains interesting notes 
and queries on the Habka Chinese ; Chinese works of fiction ; 
Chiuese dentistry ; puppet-shows ; tobacco ; female dress, &. 


The Rev. Mr. Wilson, having resigned his appointment as 
Colonial Chaplain, returned to England by Jast mail. His suc- 
cessor pro tem. is the Rev. John Kingston, late of the Pearl, 
who has recently been appointed Chaplain of H.MS. Melville. 
Mr. Kingston was, we believe, formerly Rector of Cattistock, in 
Dorsetshire, and for some time Domestic Chaplain to H.M. the 
late King of Hanover. With our present energetic Bishop 
his duties are likely to be light. 


The steamer Far East arrived on the 23rd Nov., having left 
Singapore on the 9th and Labuan on the 15th. 


The ocean race for the Douglas Cup resulted in the May/lowe" 
being again the winner. She had a very close run with the 
Heather Belle, and only beat the latter by one minute of time. 
The winning yachts got in about six in the morning, having 
had light weather throughout the entire race, and during a good 
portion of the afternoon were lying becalmed in the vicinity of 


Lin-tin island. The Zephyr returned, having abandoned the 
race at nightfall. 


Two shipping cases of an interesting nature are reported :— 


Ou the 25th November Captain Gronnebeck, of the Prussian barque 
Olto, was summoned by Mr. Daly, lnspectte of Water Police, for a 
breach of the Chinese Passenger Act of 1855, in clearing for a vovage of 
more than seven days’ duration with more than twenty passengers on board, 
having received no certificate from the Emigration officer. Inspector Daly 
stated that he went in company with a boarding officer attached to the 
harbourmaater's department, on board the Otto, then getting under weigh. 
‘The boarding officer asked the captain how many passengers he had on 
board, and he replied eighteen, and that they were now all on board. 
Witness left the boarding officer on the (fto, and went towards Green 
Island, where he fell in with a large Hakkow-boat containing forty-three 
Chinese, male and female, who, on being questioned, said they were 
passengers for the Qéto, and handed a paper (produced) which proved 
to be a passage ticket for twenty-four Chinese to Singapore signed by 
Messrs. Wm. Pustau and Co., agents for the Otto, and dated November 
12th, Witness then returned on board the Oto, which vessel was by 
this time vear Green Island, and the passengers then on board were mus- 
tered, and there were foundto be twenty adults and five children. The 
boarding officer then ordered the anchor to be let go, and witness took 
charge of the vessel. Mr. Caldwell argued that the Otto had not actually 
cleared aud proceeded on her voyage; that more than the authorised 20 
men were not actually on board when she was proceeding to sea, and the 
offence was not completed. The captain, for instance, might not have 
taken these men on board from the Hakkow boat; and, further, it was not 
before his Worship that the defendant had any guilty knowledge of the 
affair, and that in this instance the captain was not bound by the acts of 
his agents. The : considered that the whole case indicated 
a knowledge by the captain of the transaction. Besides, the captain was 
bound by the acts of his agents, whom he authorised to act for him, and 
it was absurd to suppose that Messrs. Pustau and Co. did not understand 
the regulations with reference to emigration. Defendant and bis agents 
appeared to have been working in direct defiance of the law, and he could 
do nothing else than inflict the full penalty of £100. 

In the Supreme Court in Admiralty, the case of the ship Isca, long 
lain dormant, was heard on the 23rd of November. It may be remem- 
bered that this vessel, while on a voyage from Rangoon to Hong Kong, 
put into Singapore for repairs, the cost of which summed up to about 
$7,000. To meet this outlay the Captain gave a bottomry bond on the 
vessel, freight, and cargo (which latter belonged to Messrs. Camajee and 
Co.), without previously communicating with his agents as to the ad- 
visability of such a step. When the vessel arrived in Hong Kong, she 
was sold for $3,000 or $4,000; and a suit was commenced by Messrs. 
Camajee and Co. on the one hand, and the bondholders’ nt 
on the other. At the former stage of the hearing “hr. 
Pollard, Q.C., obtained Jeave to send a commission to Singapore to 
report upon the repairs efected upon the ship; and as the result of this 
commission has been arrived at, the case came again before the Court. 
Mr. Whyte, instructed by Mr. Gaskell, appeared for the promovents; and 
the Attorney-General, instructed by Mr. H. Caldwell, was for the im- 
pugnants. ‘Che case was one in which the general public would not feel 
great interest; but mercantile and commercial men will be interested in 
the question at issue, viz., the discretionary power vested in a shipmast er 
to give bottomry bonds on his owners property, or on that of charterers, 
when lying in a port where communication with those interested might 
secure advice and instructions from those more immediately concerned. 
The decision of the Chief Justice in this case has been postponed. 


The China Mail has the following items relating to the Union 
Dock Company :— ; 


_ Anumber of the shareholders of the Union Dock Company went over 
in the Litéle Urphan, on the 16th November, at the invitation of the com- 
pany to inspect the new worka a Kowloon, The granite flooring is laid 
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over two-thirds and at least one-half the dock, two courses of the granite 
sides have been laid, and in places a few stunes of the third course have 
been placed. The pier-heads have been commenced on both sides, and 
appear to be in a forward condition. A greater portion of the inner coffer 
dam has been removed, and at this stage there is a dead halt. We under- 
stan the caisson is completed, and only waits for its resting place in the 
pier heads to be made ready. One of the blocks of the granite flooring 
has been removed for the purpose of seeing the condition of the concrete 
under it. This stone was so firmly imbedded tbat it had to be broken in 
five pieces before it could be got out and the concrete under it now appears 
to be quite as hard as the stone that was resting upon it. . 

On the 18th a meeting of the shareholders was held, when a long dis- 
cussion ensued with regard to the disputes among the shareholders upon 
the system which has been followed in the construction of the dock. The 
following resolution was moved by Mr. Sage:—‘ Resolved that the direc- 
tors be authorised to have the contract for the construction of the Kowloon 
dock carried out as commenced, with the same materiats, and under the 
superintendence of the same engineers ; and that they oblige the contractor 
to employ as many men in the prosecution of the work as can be advan- 
tageously employed.” This resolution having been seconded and carried 
by a large majority, the meeting was dissolved. 


The China Mail has the following mysterious paragraph :— 


We learn that the family of the late Colonel Klezkowski, of Amoy, who 
have been waiting since August for a moral compensation on behalf of 
the deceased, have obtained their desire to the fullest extent. The family, 
we are informed, never sought or asked for pecuniary compensation, as it 
was publicly asserted they fad done. The affair caused some excitement 
at Peking. We shall probably be able to furnish more particulars shortly. 


The Pacific Mail Company’s steamer China was announced 
to leave on the 26th Nov. Her arrival from San Francisco on 
the 14th was announced in our last. The following notice has 
been issued by the Postmaster :— 


Intimation having been received that a Postal Convention, evtered into 
by the Colonial Government and the Postmaster-General of the United 
States of America, regulating the conveyance of Mails by the Packets of 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company between Hong Kong and Yokohama 
and San Francisco, although not formally ratified in the United States 
for want of time, willbe acted upon in the United States of America on the 
receipt of the Mails to be despatched from Hong Kong by the Company's 
steamer China, on the 26th Nov., it is hereby notified for general infor- 
mation that correspondence, the postage on which has been prepaid at 
this office by means of the postage stamps of this culony, will be delivered 
free of charge in the United States henceforward.—F. W. MiTcHELL. 


The following is the reply of the Governor tu the remon- 
strances on the Praya question :— 


. Hone Kone, Nov. 19, 1867. 

GENTLEMEN,—1. I am directed to inform you that his Excellency Sir 
Richard Graves MacDonnell duly received from me the letter addressed to 
him on behalf of yourselves and others, dated the 29th ultimo, and handed 
to me on the 2nd inst. ; 

2. The Governor bad hoped you could have strengthened his hands 
and assisted him to relieve you as much as possible of your obligation to 
repair the damage done to so important a work as the sea-wall opposite 
your lots. His Excellency, therefore, learned with much disappointment 
that, so far from complying with the invitation contained in my circular 
letter of the 26th to confer with myself and the Surveyor-General on the 
2nd inst. “with a view to making suggestions ” for some combined action 
on the part of the Government and the marive lotholders, you thought it 
right before meeting us to draw up a letter repudiating all intention to 
listen to any proposals of the Government for joining in the expense of 
the contemplated work. Such a procedure completely ignored the invitar 
tion of the Governor to confer with representatives of the Governor 
before adopting a decision. 

3. Sufficient time bas now elapsed to enable the marine lotholders to 
reconsider the position which they have taken up in a manner so needlessly 
abrupt, whatever may be the nature of their rights. As, however, no 
farther communication has been received from you, his Excellency reluc- 
tantly concludes there is no chance of your assisting voluntarily. He has, 
therefore, instructed the Acting Attorney-General to institute proceedings 
in the least vexatious manner possible for the purpose of obtaining from 
the Supreme Court a decision as to the amount and nature of your liability 
in reference to repairs in question. Such knowledge is iu any case essential 
to those who’are only acting as agents for absent proprietors, and whose 
expenditure must be limited by their legal liabilities. 

4. If those repairs are thrown entirely on the colony, his Excellency fears 
that the magnitude of the undertaking will render it impossible, without 
increased taxation, to meet the expenses, because the liabilities of the 
colony quite preclude his sanctioning any contract for a work sufficiently 
strong to resist the typhoons which annually recur, and obviously no other 
description of work should be undertaken. 

5. On the other hand, if it be decided that the marine lotholders are 
liable for repairs, his Excellency will be compelled to enforce the obliga- 
tion, though he would much have preferred assisting you to discharge it by 
such contribution from colonial funds as might have been sauctioned by 
Her Majesty's Secretary of State, if there had been any disposition tu co- 
operate exhibited by the lot holders mainly interested. 

6. Irrespective, however, of any decision of the Supreme Court as to. 
your mere legal obligations, his Excellency sees nothing in your com- 
rounication of the 29th ultimo, or in previous correspondence, to induce 
him to regard the marine lotholders as having yet fulfilled the original 
obligation, in consideration of which they received an equivalent either in 
remission of premiums or reduction of old rates. The construction of an, 
insufficient wall has not morally cleared that obligation, nor would the 
mere fact of an inadequate wall having been constructed at a cheap rate 
without protest by the Surveyor-General terminate it. The actual test of 
experience could alone determine the sufficiency of such a work, though | 
the tacit acquiescence of the Government might furnish an equitable claim 
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to the assistance recently offered by the governor from public funds towards 
the complete fulfilment of your original agreement. 

7. His Excellency admits that equitable claim, and even goes further, 
for he does not hesitate to affirm that in any future undertaking on a suffi- 
cient scale—whether at the sole expense of the marine lotholders or at 
the joint expense of those parties and the Government—he considers it 
expedient for the purpose of preventing future disputes to throw on the 
local Governments the entire charge and cost of all subsequent repairs, 
though he considers that no such obligation has yet devolved on the Go- 
vernment, in consideration of the inadequate work on which the security 
of the Praya has hitherto been left to depend. " 

8. It may be true that some of the marine ‘lotholders are only under 
similar obligation to that affecting the general body of lotholders, viz., 
to repair roads in the vicinity of their Tots, The latter, however, have 
received no pecuniary consideration for doing so, as is the case with the 
marine lotholders. Secondly, repairs of other roads du not involve an 
expenditure of such magnitude as those of the sea-wall, which maintains 
the roadway of the Praya. Hence no occasion has hitherto arisen for en- 
forcing similar obligations elsewhere, and for these reasons no parallel can 
be fairly instituted between the cases. 

9. 1 am further instructed to add that, if the marine lotholders had 
by their co-operation assisted his Excellency in his effort to divert to so 
useful a work a portion of the funds which must now be almost immediately 
remitted to meet long standing liabilities of the colony, he would have 

ladly considered the expediency of granting to each lotholder the privi- 
5 of creating for his sole use and benefit a pier opposite to his lot. 

10. Unfortunately, however, the action taken by the lotholders has quite 

cluded his Excellency from carrying out his object, which was simply 
to afford the marine lotholders every legitimate assistance, and to do so 
in any way not wholly inconsistent with the means of the colony and the 
instructions which he had received.—I have the honour to be, &.,

SIAM.

The Siam Weekly Monitor says :—‘ The O3rd anniversary 
of the birth of his Majesty the King of Siam occurred on the 
18th October, and was made a festival occasion in the royal 
palace for great numbers of his Majesty’s princes, nobles, and 
lords, and about a dozen Europeans and Americans, whom the 
King was pleased to honour as being either directly or indi- 
rectly engaged in the royal service. This small select company 
of foreigners was a very remarkable departure from his Ma- 
jesty’s custom for his birthday parties on all previous occasions 
The custom has been to invite most of the missionaries, both 
Catholic and Protestant, together with all the official represen- 
tatives of Western nations, and all foreigners holding office 
under the Siamese Government. The reason why this remark- 
able innovation was made this year, as stated by his Majesty on 
this occasion, was substantially that some of the Consuls had 
such a regard for their station and rank that they were not 
happy in being seated at the same table with missionaries and 
merchants, and that some of the merchants, on the other hand, 
being conscious of possessing as much real worth of character 
and personal importance as their fellow guests the Consuls, 
would not brook the idea of being seated at a table of a lower 
grade than they, and that in consequence of this state of feeling: 
his Majesty, having by several years’ experience found it beyond 
his power to please the majority of his foreign guests at his 
birthday dinner parties, determined to invite none this year but 
such as are in some sense his own employes.” 

Much interest, we learn, has been excited in Bangkok by 

edings arising out of a collision case. It appears that a 
lorcha belonging to Messrs. Markwald and Co., of Bangkok, was 
run down while at anchor by a native vessel, from whose 
owner, one Poh Yim, Messrs. Markwald and Co. claimed com- 
pensation. He, however, refused to entertain it, and even 
brought a counter claim against Messrs. Markwald. Subse- 
quently, by mutual agreement, the case was referred to a court 
composed of the harbour-master, assisted by two shipmasters, 
one of the latter being selected by each party; both under- 
taking to abide by the decision thus obtained. Judgment was 
given clearly and decidedly in favour of Messrs. Markwald ; 
whereupon, in defiance of his pledge to the contrary, Poh Yim 
appealed to the Siamese Government. The case was accord- 
ingly again tried in a native court, and (in the absence of 
Messrs. Markwald, who naturally refused to attend) the former 
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decision reversed. The injustice of this proceeding is loudly 
complained of, and we understand the aid of the commander of 
the Prussian corvette Vineta will be invoked to procure redress. 
The Vineta is expected at Bangkok very shortly. 

Monsieur de Bellecour has arrived at Bangkok to exchange 
ratifications of the Convention regarding the boundaries of 
Cambodia and Siam, concluded in Paris last July, by Phya 
Surawong, the Siamese special Envoy to the French Court ; 
and also to endeavour to settle the long pending liquor ques- 
tion. The Governor of Macao is also hero on a visit to the 
King of Siam. 

Hitherto, vessels entering the Menam have been obliged to 
anchor at Paknam, at the mouth of the river, and there land 
all guns, ammunition, &c., they might have on board, in many 
cases a tedious and vexatious restriction. From the Ist of 
January, 1868, this regulation is rescinded, as far as guns are 
concerned, and ammunition alone has to be discharged, which 
is a decided improvement on the old system. 

The Kestrel, Helena, Donner, and Theresa had sailed for 
Europe, and the following were under charter to load—Zin- 
manuel, Lammermair, Drache, Kirkland, Maori, and Racer. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
-—— 
SINGAPORE. 
’ Dates from this port are to the 4th December. The outward 
mail of Oct. 26 was some days overdue. 

The colonial steamer Pehio was under orders for Penang, for 
the purpose of bringing the Acting Chief Justice to Singapore, 
after which H.E. the Governor and suite will proceed in her to 
Penang, where he is expected to remain for some time. 

H. M.’s surveying vessel Rifleman returned to this port on 
the 30th Nov. from Rhio Straits, Captain Reed and officers 
having completed the survey of that important thoroughfare for 
shipping. The Dutch Government have, with commendable 
liberality in the interests of navigation, gone to great expense 
in placing iron beacons and buoys on the most prominent dan- 
gers, the most important of which are, a screw pile beacon on 
the north end of the great Pan reef and an iron nun buoy on 
the south end; an iron nun buoy is also moored on the little 
Pan reef.™.The results of the Rifleman’s survey, together with 
an account of the exact positions of the various beacons and 
buoys, will, we understand, be shortly published for the infor- 
mation of the public. 

The opium and spirit farms have been purchased by tho 
Kongsi which is represented by Cheang Hong Lim. The 
Singapore Daily Times says, “The Colonial Administration 
may be congratulated upon the result of the sale of the revenue 
farms on Saturday last, by which no less an increase than 
$6,650 per month, or $79,800 per annum has been ‘obtained. 
There can be no question whatever but that the system of 
tender is infinitely more advantageous than that of open auction, 
and it may be doubted whether a result such as that now 
obtained could have been secured unless the new system had 
been adopted. The great increase is upon the two large farms of 
opium and spirita which have been held for the last four years 
at the rentals of $25,000 and $7,000 per month respectively, and 
which are now Sold for the period of three years from the 1st 
proximo—at the rentals of $30,050 for the opium farm and 
$9,000 for the spirit farm. These two alone show a monthly 
increase of $7,050, but this is reduced to $6,650 from a slight 
falling off in the pawnbrokers and toddy and bhang farms.” 

With reference to the present system of Government, the 
Daily Times says :—“ We think it is much to be regretted 
that the practice observed here while the Settlement was a de- 
pendency of India, of publishing all the drafts of proposed laws 
in the Oficial Gazette, should havo been discontinued by the 
present Government. This previous publication takes place, 
not only in India, but in Hong Kong, Ceylon, and other 
colonies. ‘he furnishing of drafts to the unofficial members 
and to the press does not obviate the injustice to the public, as 
their circulation is necessarily limited and made dependent on 
the caprice of a few individuals. We think, moreover, that au 
interval of at least one month should elapse, except in cases of 
great emergency, between the publication of drafts in the. 
Official Gazette and their final discussion in Council.” 

The following notification has been published in a Govern- 
ment Gazette Extraordinary :— The following orders of the 
Governor in Council were directed to be published in the Go- 
vernment Gazette :—Whereas by Section 48 of Act 26 of 1867, 
entitled, ‘Am Act to amend the Law relating to Stamp Duties,’ 
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it is provided that the Act shall come into operation on such 
day as shul be fixed by the Governor in Council, it is hereby 
ordered by the Governor in Council that the said Act 26 of 
1867 do co ne into operation in all the settlements of the colony 
on the Ist day of January, 1868.” 

The Free Press announces the death of Mr. H. J. Leynard, of 
Malacca. ‘The deceased was head clerk in the Land Offico 
there, and committed suicide by drowning. He had been a 
long time in Goverument employ and was much respected. He 
had received, we are informed, if not a reprimand, at all cvents 
an intimation of the displeasure of the Lieutenant-Governor, 
and this preying on his mind led him to commit the rash act. 

A very general grumbling is now current at the extravagance 
of the Goverument. It appears that the steamer J’eiho is to 
be retained fur local purposes, as the Home Government has 
not sanctioned the building of another in England, and has, 
moreover, enjoined the Governor to use every economy. There 
is, therefore, no chance of the official salarics being increased. 

The new Governor of Labuan, Pope Hennessy, was safely 
lanicd at that place, and H.M.S. Zebra returned with dates to 
26th November, By next mail we may expect some account of 
the condition of the island, and its coal mines, from the new 
Governor’s pen. 

The following on the manner in which appointments have 
been conferred is from the Free Press :— 

The report as to the appointment of Colonel Macpherson to the second 
clerkship’s office in the Treasury appears to have been correct, and the 
Dail; Times offers a weak apology for the gross breach of the rules of 
fair play the appointment of the Colonial Secretary’s son to this office is. 
Becaute it is necessary to introduce fresh blood into the departments it is 
hot necessary to do so in the way the Governor apparently is determined to 
a:lopt—that is to fill the first-class vacancies with his own relations and the 
second-class ones with the kith and kin of his subordinate heads of de- 
partments. If so we shall be able to show in the Straits an official family 
party that no other colony can. 

The defence made by the Times is so evidently an unwilling one—made 
&) pslpably avainst the grain—that we wonder at its appearance iv our 
Daighbour's columns. The whole gist of the argument it propounds is, 
tat the “slate of the generality of the Government offices is not efficient,” 
eid that it is “scarcely desirable” a young European should enter the 
* rvice upon the same “ footing] as the country-born youth of the place.” 
‘Vo cure this a system of nepotism is to be introduced of the most flagrant 
d-scription. If the officials in Government employ cannot or 
will not do their work properly let the Governor follow the same 
Prana merchant in the Square would do with his clerks under 
smilir circumstances—get rid of all those that are inetivient and 
appoint others in their room who are efficient; but to advance 
the alleged inefficivucy in palliation of an appointment savcuring of im- 
propriety is absurd. The desirability of placing a “ voung European gen- 
Ueman” on the same footing as that of a country-born may be unpleasant 
to thoxe why would wish to make the colonial service a genteel pauper- 
ism; bur those who would desire to have the service really effective 
Will be indifferent as to whether the officers forming it are European or 
Country-born, This question could only have entere| the mind to propose of 
®ome ene who has a European relation nearly out of his teens to provide 
for, and who hoves to do so by foisting him on the public in the way we 
have bad an instance or two of laiely, and which have caused such com- 
ment. That the appointment in question is upen tu objection the attempt 
made inthe Times to detend it proves. It it was right there wou'd have 
been no neces-ity for an explanation upon the point. It isa bad omen for the 
future that the detence put forth in this instance shodld so signally fail. It 
preves that the public instinct was right which at first formed the impression 
that the new Governor would not give satisfaction. As yet his Excel- 
lency has not done so, and he will never do so if he calls forth those pre- 
judices of race which the defence in the Times of the appointment of 
the Colonial Secretary’s son to the Treasury clerkship is likely to do; if 
the “ blue blood ” ot the European is to be deemed the emblem of colonial 
aristocracy, and the passport to Colonial office ever the claims of those 
who, better bred by descent trom fathers who entered the Royal and Com- 

any’s services at a tima when none but gentlemen could do so, are in 
every other way better fitted for office. 





PENANG. 

From this port we have aavices, via Singapore, to the 27th 
November. There is no local news of importance, but the 
subject of Dutch encroachments in Sumatra has been revived, 
and is thus alluded to by the Penang Gazette :-— 

“That the Dutch have made and are making encroachments 
on the east coast contrary to treaty is easy to prove; that 
they are well aware of the great importance of the pepper 
trade from the ports on that coast is certuin, and no one can 
blame them for endeavouring to get possession of them, and 
have them under the:r own rule, and the trade in their own 
hands, All that is very well for their interests, but the Straits 
have just as great a stake in this matter as the Dutch, and our 
Straite Governinent bas a right to object to measures which 
will eventually entail a great loss to these settlements. We 
want to have a free and unrestricted trade with these ports as 
has been secured us by treaty, and we should indeed be sorry to 
see the Singapore and Penang merchants revert intoa state of 
apathy in regard to their own interests, which we are sorry to 
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say is too common here, and leave the Dutch to reap the bene- 
fits which will assuredly result if immediate and active means 
are not taken to prevail ou our Government to interfere. The 
Singapore and Penang merchants, therefore, should turn their 
attention from ordinary local matters to this question, which is 
of such vital importance to our trade, and as speedily as possible 
furnish the Government with such facts as they know on the 
subject of the Dutch encroachments, so as to enable the Govern- 
ment to deal with it in a proper spirit. Lord Stanley is not 
the man to submit quietly to any infringement of our treaties, 
and his Exccllency the Governor will, we have little doubt, do 
his utmost for the prosperity of the settlements under his 
directorship. In au early issue we purpose to lay before our 
readers as complete a review of the Dutch encroachments as 
lies in our power, and to consider the question de novo.” 


The settlement of the Siam and Tenasscrim frontier has 
been completed. Lieutenant Bagze has been authorised to 
proceed to Bangkok to have it confirmed and ratified. 


The King of Burmah has assented to the despatch of an 
exploring party to Western Chins, va Bharno, and has issued 
an edict to give it every assistance. Captain Sladen is ap- 
pointed leader of the party.

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

Ssananar.—Cotton Goods: Business in these goods has been of a 
very retail character, demand being very limited; we quote Grey Shirt- 
ings.

there has, however, been a shght inquiry for Camlets at reduced rates, 
We quote, Spanish Stripes, tls. 0.6 4 to 0.6.7. per yard; LongElls, HH 
Scarlet, tls. 7 nominal ; Camlets, SS, tls. 12 to 12.5 per piece. 

Hone Konc.— We have to report an éntire absence of activity in all 
branches of trade, owing in a great measure to the causes referred 
to in our last. The terms of the resolution of the Cotton Guild have be- 
come known, and are to the effect that any member making purchases of 
either Cotton or Yarn, shall be fined $10 per bale for the former, and $20 
per bale for the latter. The local Government has been in communication 
with the Viceroy of Canton in relation to this matter, and it is reported 
that the latter has promised to issue an edict imposing severe penalties in 
the event of the Cotton Guild endeavouring to carry out its resolution. In 
the uncertainty which exists native merchants are averse to entering intonew 
transactions of any magnitude, but should the combination be broken up we 
may look for more activity. Raw Cotton has been very sparingly dealt 
in, sales amounting to less than 2.000 bales, and prices have declined about 
$1 per picul. Cotton Yarn has been almost entirely neglected, and sales 
could only be made at a reduction from last quotations. Trifling trans- 
actions in Grey Shirtings, T-Cloths and English Drills are reported at 
unchanged prices, holders being firm in view of the small stocks, and 
advices of an advance in home markets. Woollens are very dull. Metals.— 
Iron, of all kinds, remains firm. Lead is quiet. Tin not inquired for, 
and a little easier. Quicksilver steady. Coal commands former prices. 


CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS.

This we take to be a very excellent exposition of the value 


of reports of the proceedings of legislative bodies, but as 
Colonel Orp evidently holds a contrary opinion, it would be 


highly satisfactory to learn upon what grounds it is founded ; 
more especially as we feel certain that Sir Benson MAXWELL, 
the Chief Justice of the Straits Settlements, could not 
have given his support to this measure. We would also 
add for the especial benefit of the members of the Legis- 
tive Council that holds its sittings at Singapore (who wnani- 
mously passed the resolution to exclude the representatives of 
the press) the following expression of opinion of the Cater Justice 
of the Queen’s Bench as to the probability of Parliament ever 
making us of its right to exclude the press from its debates :— 
“[ believe both Houses are actuated by far too noble sentiments 
“and far too great aregard for the public weal to desire that 
“their proceedings should not be communicated to the public.” 
. . « « “What I say is this, that it is of essential interest 
“and importance and advantage to the community at large that 
“proceedings; in Parliament should be faithfully reported.” 
In conclusion, we will express a hope that so obnoxious and 
prejudicial a policy of exclusion as that which now obtains in 
Singapore will speedily give way to a fairer and more open sys- 
tem; and we suggest that no better or safer guide could be 
found in such a matter than the principles enunciated in the 
above quoted judgment of the Lorp Cuter Justice.

FREEDOM OF THE PRESS AT SINGAPORE. 
WE had a short time ago occasion to animadvert upon the 
extraordinary—if the phrase were not so hackneyed we would 
say “ un-English "—course, adopted by Colonel Orp in excluding 














the representatives of the press from the meetings of the Legis- 
lative Council of the Straits Settlements, and we revert again 
to the subject because we deem it one of grave importance to 
all concerned, and to no one more than to the Governor himself ; 
for certainly, in the age we live in, no British ruler can ever 
gain the respect or esteem of his fellow citizens if he endeavour 
to suppress investigation into his public acts. In making the 
‘remarks we then did we felt that in advocating the publicity of 
the debates in the Legislative Council we were merely expressing 
the common sentiment of all enlightened Englishmen ; yet it 
affords us pleasure to be able to cite so great an authority as 
the Lorp Carer Justice on our side. In the case of Wason 
v. WALTER (as proprieter of The Times), which was tried a few 
days ago in the Court of Queen’s Bench, his lordship delivered 
judgment in terms which we commend to the serious perusal of 
all such as are disposed to quarrel with the institution of the 
press as a beneficial power in society. The case itself was one 
of libel, and the questions at issue were these :—Whether the 
privilege of a member of Parliament to utter in debate injurious 
expressions concerning others extends to the proprietor of a 
newspaper in the columns of which a bona jide report of such 
expressions is published? and whether such proprietor or 
editor has a right to comment editorially upon any public ques- 
tion which is in itself of a libellous nature? The CsIgF 
Justice directed the jury that in point of law a bona fide and 
truthful report of a debate in Parliament, ox of proceedings 
in a'court of justice, is-a privileged communication, and 
one that is not the subject of.an action. He also ruled that an 
editor has a right to comment (in a fair spirit) upon questions 
of public interest, even when the feelings of individuals may 
suffer from the discussion of the subject. In delivering judg- 
ment his lordship expressed himself as follows as to the: value 
. of public reports of the proceedings in Parliament :—“ It is 
“of paramount importance to the public, and not only to the 
“public but to the other branches of the Legislature—the 
“House of Lords and the House of Commons—that all their 
“proceedings should be made publicly known; for by 
’ ‘that means the public are not only instructed and en- 
“lightened in all that relates to the interests of the 
‘country, but that power of public opinion, so valuable in 
“ inspiring a sense of duty and of keeping men, whether dis- 
“ charging individually or collectively public functions in the 
“path of duty, is brought to bear upon them, and there is not 
“ one, from the Sovereign on her throne to the lowest official, 
“ upon whom that influence does not act with a salutary effect. 
“ But it does not rest there, Where would be the confidence 
' © and attachment we now feel for the constitution under which 
“the Legislature acts, for the Government by whom the aftairs 
“of the country are managed, for the two branches of the 
“ Legislature to whom the interests of the country are com- 


“ mitted, if the proceedings of the Houses of Parliament were 


“ not made known to those who are so deeply interested in 


“them? It seems to me, therefore, to be a matter of abso- 
lute importance that the proceedings of the two branches of 
“the Legislature, in which public discussions take place, should 


“be made generally known.” 
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THE FORMOSA DIFFICULTY. 
Tae intelligence received by last mail of the results of 


General Lz GENDRE's expedition to Formosa must be regarded 
not only as eminently satisfactory in itself, as promoting both 
the security of commerce and the spread of humanity, but as 
infinitely creditable both to the intrepidity and the moderation 
of the gentleman who so successfully conducted this dangerous 
enterprise. 
General Le GENDRE that has not already been said by our con- 
temporaries in China ; yet we cannot allow the occasion to pass 
without endorsing tho high opinion unanimously expressed of 
what has been justly termed “ a rare combination of firmness 
“and humanity.” 
reproach against the Americans that they were ever ready to 
profit by our successes in China without in any degree con- 
tributing towards them ; in fact, that they shared every advan- 
tage gained by us, while they in no case helped to attain it. 
But now we have a genuine American triumph to record. 
General Le GENDRE would have amply earned our thanks had 
he procured the punishment of these Formosan savages by an 
American armed force. Buthe has done better than this. With 
wonderful tact and firmness, doubtless aided by a keen apprecia- 
tion of the native character, he actually succeeded in inducing 
the Chinese authorities to fit out an expedition themselves to 
punish their lawless subjects. Following the axiom “If you 
want a thing done, sce it done,” he himself accompanied the 
expedition, and dictated his terms to the chief of the savage 
tribes—terms both dignified and moderate, which the islanders, 
of course, had no alternative but to accept. So, thanks to the 
U.S. Consul, a promise has been obtained of friendly treatment 
for all strangers who may in future land, either voluntarily or 
otherwise, on that hitherto inhospitable shore ; a fort has been 
erected to hold the natives in check, and be a refuge for ship- 
wrecked mariners ; and the body of Mrs. Huut, with some relics 
of the ill-fated Rover, have been recovered.

gines, and that one of a sterner nature will be needed to pro-

THE NEW HONG KONG ASSOCIATION. 

In forming an “ Associstion for Promoting the Interests of 
“ the Colony,” the leading merchants of Hong Kong have taken 
a step of no little importance, and their future prosperity will 
depend in great measure on the subsequent development of the 
idea thus initiated. So long as its proceedings are characterised 
by caution, moderation, and unanimity, the Association will 
doubtless have many opportunities of exercising a beneficial 
influence; but long experience shows that associations o! 
societies organised among a community whose elements ar 
perpetually changing, are apt in course of time either to be en 
tirely diverted from their original purpose, or to perish 0 
inanition. The formation of such a body was not necessary 
we should think, for the mere purpose of petitioning Par 
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liament against the military tax. That might have been 
accomplished by means of a single general meeting of 
the colonists. The duties of the Association, if it is to be 
of any real use at all, must embrace a very wide field. 
China merchants resident in London must be enrolled as 
members, and a London committee must be appointed to act 
in concert with that which governs the Association in Hong 
Kong. This committee should be in constant communication 
with such members of Parliament as can be induced to take an 
interest in China affairs, with a view gradually to‘overcome the 
intense ignorance regarding them that unfortunately prevails in 
the House of Commons. And all this must be done quietly 
and unobtrusively. A too vigorous attempt to cram China 
down everybody's throat will defeat ite own object ; and any 
ill-judged haste or want of unanimity among its members would 
cover the association with ridicule, and bring the colony into 
greater disrepute than ever. The China Punch has fairly hit 
one of its weak points, in pointing out the inappropriate choice 
made of a secretary. It is quite clear that a public journalist, 
particularly in such a place as Hong Kong, should hold himself 
clear of any such movement, however excellent its motives ; or 
what becomes of the impartial criticism of the press? The 
editor of a Hong Kong daily paper seems to us peculiarly ineli- 
gible for the post of secretary to such a body. 


THE REVISION OF THE CHINA TREATY. 

Ir is some months since any special allusion was made in 
these columns to the approaching revision of the Treaty of 
Tientsin ; in fact, we have purposely refrained from any com- 
ment upon the memorials drawn up by the merchants of Foo- 
chow, Amoy, and Hong Kong, until we had an opportunity of 
seeing that emanating from Shanghai also. This last having 
arrived by the mail delivered on the 28th ultimo, we are now 
in a position to institute a comparison between the views ex- 
pressed by thejresidents at each of the chief ports, on the 
important subject of treaty revision. On some points 
the various memorials differ widely in spirit; on others they 
exhibit a remarkable degree of unanimity. All bear the im- 
press of much care and thoughtfulness, and the arguments 
adduced in support of the claims put forward are, in most 
cases, clear and logical enough. Collectively, these documents 
cannot be otherwise than useful to Sir RurHERFORD ALCocK 
in the arduous task that awaits him, however difficult he 
may find it to give effect to even atithe of the aspirations 
embodied in them. The main feature of the Amoy Memorial 
is a general demand for a lower tariff—a sweeping reduction of 
import, export, and coasting duties, tonnage ducs, &c. The 
Foochow memorial, also, is little else than a protest against ex- 
orbitant transit and coasting duties. The Shanghai Chamber 
of Commerce enters into a lengthy exposition of the defects in 
the present treaty, and divides the amendments required into 
three classes, political, administrative, and judicial ; laying more 
stress on the necessity for a liberal interpretation of existing 
concessions than on the advantage of pressing for additional 
ones. In like manner the Hong Kong Chamber reviews the 
treaty, clause by clause, and shows how a number of its most 
valuable provisions are rendered virtually inoperative by 
the “passive resistance” of the native autkorities ; 
winding up with an energetic demand for permis- 
sion to introduce railways and telegraphs into the in- 
terior. It would appear that the exigencies of Tape forbade 
the possibility of any direct communication between the Hong 
Kong merchants and the Superintendent of (their) Trade ; ‘so 
this memorial has to be addressed to the Colonial Secretary, 
and sent home to Englard, in order that it may reach Sir 
Rorserrorp Atcock’s hands in a sufficiently official and round- 
about manner. To avoid any further delay from this cause 
(and probably as a protest against the nuisance) the memorialists 
request that Sir RuTHERFoRD may be instructed to send them 
copies of any of his despatches in which the document 
may be referred to direct ; but they can hardly expect Govern- 
ment to sanction such a monstrous breach of etiquette, with 
nothing better than mere common sense to plead in extenuation 
of it. It is specially worthy of remark at a time like the present 
that all the memorialists agree in taking a hopeful view of the 
future of the China trade, provided only that the present oppor- 
tunity of placing it on a more satisfactory footiug, as regards 
treaty rights, be not neglected. 

It is interesting, too, to compare the different views expressed 
on some of the more important points, such, for instance, as 
the propriety of opening any new ports. The Hong Kong 
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Chamber avows a wish for another port on the West Coast, in 
addition to a properly effective opening of Kiung Chow, the port 
at Hainan, which (like Swatow), although included among the 
treaty ports, remains virtually closed. This new port is asked 
foron the somewhat insufficient ground that there is somo promise 
of a traffic, which, “if fostered,” may in time become consider- 
able! It isadmitted that the protection of a gunboat would 
be necessary; more likely a dozen, we should have thought, 
to protect a trade carried on by small brigs and schooners, 
along a coast whose every inlet is a den of pirates. From 
Amoy'we have a proposal to open Wanchew as a treaty port, 
on thé ground that it already possesses a considerable trade, 
and is too far from Ningpo on the one hand, and Foochow on 
the other, to be detrimental to either. To this is appended 
a scheme for “ subsidiary ports” to be opened all along the 
coast, under such regulations as would prevent detriment to 
vested interests at the treaty ports; that is to say, without 
expensive Consular, Customs, and mercantile establishments, 
the necessary forms being gone through at the nearest treaty 
port. The Foochow memorial suggests that foreign vessels 
should be allowed to trade at all ports on the coast, under cer- 
tain regulations, but deprecates the selection of one or two 
as concessions or settlements on the old plan.. Shanghai, 
mindful of the calamities that followed the opening of Hankow 
maintains a discreet silence on the subject. The Hong 
Kong proposal for a West Coast port is far too specu- 
lative; and that from Amoy, with its machinery of 
“subsidiary” ports, does not seem very practical either. 
The Foochow suggestion, to open all ports, but without any 
more “concessions ” or “settlements” is preferable to either 
of the other two ; but after all we are inclined to think the 
Shanghai community has shown the greatest wisdom of all, 
in ignoring the subject of new ports altogether, while energeti- 
cally advocating the right of travel and residence in the 
interior. ‘So long as we are confined to the treaty ports,’’ 
they justly urge, “it is within the power of the Chinese 
“officials to tax our trade to any extent they please, and 
“experience has fully demonstrated that they will not hesitate 
“to make use of this power. The right of renting land and 
“houses in the interior would pave the way to the introduction 
“of railways, and the development of the mineral resources 
“of China, and your memorialists need scarcely refer to tha 
‘ important advantages to be derived by all interested in steam 
“navigation from the efficient working of the coal fields of 
“China. The recent discoveries of coal mines near Chinkiang, 
“in a particularly favourable position, gives a practical bearing 
“to the question. Should Her Majesty’s Government not be 
“of opinion that the treaty will admit of residence in the 
“interior, it is the earnest hope of your memorialists that 
“they may cousider it advisable to negotiate for this privilege ; 
“or at all events for the right of residence within a fixed 
“radius, or perhaps two hundred miles from some or all of 
“the treaty ports.” This seems to us to be the soundest 
possible reasoning. China, in one sense, is like the coal-fields 
here referred to; we must dig deep to get any good out of 
either. While wasting our energies in the effort to open 
more coast ports we are but scratching at the outer crust of the 
country, when we should be penetrating into its very heart. 

The questions of travel and residence in the interior and 
inland steam navigation, are intimately connected with one 
another. The Hong Kong memorial, recalling the representa- 
tions made to H. M.’s Minister by the residents at Kiukiang on 
the occasion of his recent visit, urge that Article X. of tke 
Treaty requires the addition of a clause permitting steamers to 
ply on the Poyang Lake, as well as to run on the upper part of 
the Canton River. The Shanghai memorialists, waiving the 
question of right to navigate all the rivers of China with large 
steamers, insist on that of sending small steam cargo boats to 
convey their own treasure or goods into the interior, and bring 
down produce. The Chinese have vigorously opposed this in- 
novation, on the grounds that certain classes of the population 
would be thrown out of employment, and that control over the 
foreign crews would be impracticable. Any demonstration of 
the absurdity of this reasoning would be superfluous, and it will, 
we should think, have no weight at all with Sir KuTHERFORD 
ALCocK. 

Another subject that is dwelt on at considerable length is 
the administration of justice in matters wherein both natives 
and foreigners are concerned. The Hong KongsMemorial pro- 
testa against the system of stubborn obstructiveness pursued 
by the subordinate officials stationed at Treaty ports, which 
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resolves itself into a systematic evasion of the consideration of 
important matters brought to their notice by t{.M.’s Consuls. 
This evasion is effected by reference to Peking on some frivolous

is pointed out as being most injurious to the status of the 
British Consuls, whose power to protect their countrymen is all 
but nullified. The Shanghai memorial quotes several instances 
in which gross injustice has resulted from the bad faith and in- 
difference to right manifested by the Chinese Government ; and 
complains that the “Mixed Court,” after being some years in 
operation, has effected little practical amelioration in this 
respect. From Hong Kong we have no practical suggestion for 
a remedy, but from Shanghai we have a proposal (based on the 
existing Mixed Court), which it is thought would work 
satisfactorily. One Court, consisting of a junior native muagis- 
trate in conjunction with a Consular assistant, would take charge 
of police cases and civil causes involving sums not exceeding 
200 taels, A higher Court, consisting of a native officer 
specially deputed, in conjunction with a Consular officer, of not 
lower rank than Vice-Consul or Acting Vice Consul, would ad- 
judicate suits for sums exceeding 200 taels and not exceeding 
3,000 taels—a right of appeal to stand to a superior Court, to 
be comprised of the Taotai or other native official of similar 
authority, and the Consul or Acting Consul. This Court to 
have cognisance of all cases involving claims excecding 3,000 
taels, and appeals from its decisions to be made to the Minister 
and high authorities at Peking. In all cases the Courts should 
have power to enforce their decisions, which being duly re- 
corded would speedily form themselves into a code of 
law applicable to the settlement of all disputes likely to 
arise in the conduct of mercantile transactions. This is avowedly 
avery difficult question to deal with, especially as regards mer- 
cantile disputes ; for no fixed principles of Chinese commercial 
law are known to exist, and a considerable time must ‘elapse 
before a collection of precedeuts can be accumulated such as 
will be of any practical value. We doubt whether any better 
scheme could be devised; but any change whatever will be 
useless unless a firmer determination is evinced by the Minister 
at Peking to obtain a prompt settlement of claims when they 
have once been fairly made out. 

There are other subjects discussed in these memorials equally 
deserving of notice, atid we shall probably return to them in a 
future issue.

We believe that the directors will 
renew their efforts to effect the laying of coast lines in China 
in the approaching spring. 





THE HONG KONG STAMP ACT. 

WE noticed briefly in our last issue that the managers of the 
various banks in Hong Kong had memorialised the GovERNOR 
with the view of obtaining a reduction of the stamp duty on 
letters of hypothecation and bank-notes, and that his Excer 
LENCY had consented to reduce the former, but declined to alter 
the latter. It will be seen, however, from the GovERNor’s re- 
ply to the memorial (the text of which*we subjoin) that the 
paragraph relating to bank-notes does not imply an unqualified 
refusal to make any alteration, but concedes a present reduction 
of one-third, suspending further action until more experience 
has been gained of the general working of the Act :— 

GENTLEMEN,—I am desired to inform you in reply to the communication 
of the 15th ult., that his Excellency has had under anxious consideration 
the observations with which you favoured bimin that communication, as to 
the undue pressure put by the Stamp Ordinance on letters of hypothecation, 
and on the bank-notes which you issue, rather, as you state, for the general 
convenience of the public than any profit derived from them by the banks. 

In reference to the first point his Excellency felt that he could at once, 
without prejudice to the public interests, concede that the amount leviable 
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This state of things | ject, lost no time in lowering the stamp duty on letters of hypothecation, 


and he has Jearned with much pleasure that the duty now fixed is regarded 
as moderate. 

The other question relative to the duty leviable on bank-notes involved 
many interesting and difficult points, and his Excellency therefore took 
farther time to consider it, but without at present entering into any de- 
tailed explanations of the reasons in influencing him, I am desired to state 
that the Governor, having already consented to remit one-third of that 
duty, is of opinion that any further reduction of the duty is inexpedient, 
and even if it were expedient, that the question cannot be dealt with satis- 
factorily without a larger experience of the working of the Stamp Ordi- 
nance, and the amount of revenue derivable from that source.—I have, &c.,

THE CHINESE EMIGRATION ACT. 

Tue Hong Kong authorities evince a determination to enforce 
the provisions of the Chinese Passenger Act, and a case was 
reported by last mail in which the master of a British vessel 
was fined $500 for a breach of it. Thke fine is a heavy one for 
a shipmaster to pay, and seems at the first glance to be a severe 
penalty for a somewhat trivial offence ; it must, however, be 
remembered that if the horrors of the Coolie traffic are ever to 
be successfully dealt with, a rigid enforcement of all the pro- 
visions of the Passenger Act is indispenrable. The following is 
an abbreviated report of the case :— 


At the Magistrate's Court, before Mr. May, the Harbour-Master charged 
Mr. J. Row, master of the British ship Codabuz, with having committed a 
breach of the Chinese Passengers’ Act, 1865. Mr. G. Thomeett, sworn, 
said: I am emigration officer, and produce a port clearance, obtained from 
the harbour-master’s office by the defendant, for Singapore and Calcutta, 
cargo sundries and no passengers. This morning Mr. Webster reported 
having boarded the Codabuz, in consequence of which report I lodge a 
complaint against defendant. He has cleared out on a voyage of more 
than seven days’ duration, having on board more than twenty passengers, 
without obtaining the emigration officer's certificate. Singapore is declared 
by proclamation to be a voyage of twenty days. His worship said (ad- 
dressing defendant) that he had made himself liable in a very serious way, 
and he might be indicted for a misdemeanor, his ship might have been 
seized and forfeited, and he was now liable to a penalty of £100. De- 
fendant admitted the truth of all that had been said, but pleaded that he 
was ignorant, or he would not have done what he had done. He also 
stated that the Chinese were all in charge of cargo and were not passen- 
gers or emigrants at all; besides, he was only going to Singapore, and in 
this monsoon he had gone down there in six days. Magistrate (addressing 
the emigration officer): Is there any reason for leniency? Mr. Thomsett 
said that there was not the slightest reason for leniency in the case. The 
Magistrate said that it was his daty to impose a heavy penalty in order to 
warn others from the like offence, but he would inform defendant that 
appeal to the Governor was open to him. He would fine defendant in 
the sum of £100 ($500), and the vessel would be detained until such time 
as the fine was paid. Defendant drew the attention of the bench to the 
fact that he had a large family. His Worship explained that the beavy 
penalty was not so much for defendant as for the offence, and he would 
certainly be sorry if his family we:e injured thereby. But the best thing 
which defendant could now do, and the thing most likely to commend kim 
to the leniency of the Governor, was to go and do nowas much ashe could 
to carry out the orders of the emigration officer. He, however, had felt it 
his daty to do as he had done in imposing the penalty, and the vessel 
would be detained. Defendant: Oh yes; she is detained now. 


MR. SEARE'S REPORT ON OSAKA. 

IN alate issue we gave a resume of Mr. Locock’s official re- 
port on Osaka and Hiogo, which, by the way, does not seem to 
have been made public in Japan, where it would have been of 
the greatest use. For convenience of comparison and reference 
we now roprint Mr. Szarg’s Report on Osaka, addressed to A. O. 
Gay, Esq., Chairman of the Yokohama General Chamber of 
Commerce :— 


Dear Sir,—I have great pleasure in commencing a correspondence 
with you, as chairman of the Yokohama Chamber of Commerce, from this 
place, and I trust that this communication will be of some little service to 
the merchants of Yokohama and their constituents. 

Herein I enclose two documents which are necessarily full of interest to 
the merchants composing the Chamber. 

The first document is the prcposed'ground-plan of the Osaka settlement, 
the second the proposed plan for the bonded warehouses; and in laying 
them before you, I purpose very freely to comment upon both. 

First, then, as tothe ground-plan; so far as this plan is concerned, I 
am responsible, as having advised the land officers that a bund should 
extend entirely around the settlement—and that, perpendicularly and 
transversely, it should be bisected by two main thoroughfares, all of a 
uniform breadth of 36 feet. 

You will note there is upon the plan a part coloured green, and with 
green dots, covering much of the area; this colour denotes timber trees, 
some of lofty and imposing appearance, and all of which the Ministers have 
determined should remain intact. X , 

Upon going over the ground, its limited area could not fail to strike 
me, and seeing that the preservation would entirely interfere with any 
sound and comprehensive plan, I requested the land officers to draw a 
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ground plan, altogether irrespective of the timber, when they would find 
that many of the trees would be in the middle of the roads, and in others 
im the middle of the houses! And it is so—with few exceptions the 
timber must fall; no plan can be made in so limited a space and the trees 
remain. 

You will also notice an overlapping paper. This represents two large 
basins used for boat building and covered with sheds and godown marked 
+ «e+. + which also the Ministers had settled to preserve intact. 

The plan was drawn irrespective of such ministerial reservation. The 
godown is simply fit for a coolie’s sleeping house, and the dock, if pre- 
served, would entirely interfere with s uniform and cohesive plan. The 
native authorities are quite willing to remove the building and dam out 
the water, filling in the space, and thus gaining for merchants two fine 
lots, both with water frontage, each measuring 409 tsubos. This side 

. looks towards the city of Osaka, and near these lots will be erected a new 
bridge over the stream which separates the settlement from the native city. 

The authorities bave already sent the plan to Yedo, and it will pro- 
bably have been before the foreign Ministers some days before this comes 
to your hands, bat I am inclined to think, however fond they may be of 
the picturesque, that, on the ground of public utility and convenience, they 
will, when they have inspected the plan, reverse their previous decision. 

With regard to the band and the main bisecting thoroughfares, their 
existence is, I think, on many grounds imperatively necessary, and not of 
leas width than drawn, viz. 35 feet. Public health and convenience, as 
well as commercial necessity, strongly impresses that portion of the plan 
upon my mind. 

I would now draw your attention to the general plan, so far as the lots 
are concerned, premising, however, that I have recommended that the 
land officers in laying out the ground should make the centre thoroughfare 
the most elevated part of the settlement, having a gradual slope down- 
wards to the water on each side, which they have decided to do. The 
rains here are very heavy, and by carrying out this principle the surface 
drainage of the settlement will be much facilitated. 

You will note that the plan gives eighteen large and one small lot for 
the aso and appliances of merchants. These lots vary from 333 to 483 
tsubos, and the question which Ministers and merchants will have to de- 
termine is this—On public grounds, is it desirable that merchants should 
have lots fitted to the climate and their health, and I think commercial 
necessities, or more lots and mach less convenience ? 

Ministers will necessarily have their say upon this question ; but mer- 
chants will be expected to purchase and pay for this ground—will have to 
pay the annual ground-rent—and their convenience and wants, I look upon 
it, are matters of primary necessity. The plan as it stands will give the 
occupants of every lot but one ample space for house, silk-inspecting 
room, and godowns, and though sufficient space is provided for the storage 
of goods in bond, merchants should have the option of storing their goods 
in their own premises should they prefer to do so. 

There is one lot measuring 483 tsubos; this is the largest lot in the 
settlement, and [ would bring to your notice whether it would not be well 
to set aside this lot—presaming the plan to be adopted—for public uses as 
a club, Chamber of Commerce, &c. 

Shoald the merchants, when they come up here in January, have or- 
ganised such a corporation—and it must be a bona fide proprietary basi- 
ness, and in the hands of trustees, &c.,—I do not think there would be 
mach difficulty in their having the land made over to them at the 
stated ground-rent, and at the average cost of the rest of the lots. 
Should they on their arrival not have organised the basis of such an insti- 
tution the native authorities might be moved to hold it over for such pur- 
pose for the space of six months. Failing at that period to have moved 
in the matter, the lot is to be divided into two equal parts and sold by 
public sale on account of the Government. 

These are points for the consideration of the Chamber; they will require 
close consideration and an early adjustment. The Chamber will of course 
adopt its own mode of conveying the wanté and wishes of its members to 
the Ministers of their respective nationalities. 

The base of the settlement is bounded by the ground on which will be 
erected the foreign Consulates. The native Government Office is not shown 
in this plan; it will be near the Consulates, built upon an isolated piece 
of ground, surrounded by water, over which a bridge will be thrown. 
The extreme point of the settlement terminates with the Bonded Ware- 
houses, and to this plan I now call your attention. 

The plan contains four bonded warehouses and one for duty free and 
duty paid goods, two inspecting offices, and an office for the transaction of 

asiness—indeed a scheme has been laid before the Ministers—it having 
‘ound favour with the native authorities—that at this office all import and 
export duties be paid, as well as warehouse charges; thus facilitating the 
business of the place, and economising the time of the merchants, by a 
simple centralising system. ; 

_ Believing that these warehouses will be built at all events long before 
any which merchants can erect for themselves, and thinking that for some 
time to come much of the commodity imported here would be from the 
merchants’ godowns at Yokohama on which the duties have been paid, I 
have recommended that one godown be set aside for duty free and duty 
aid goods, to be stored at the same charge as goods in bond. By the 
sgulations at Yokahama this is prohibited, but here at present there are 
no vested interests to interfere with, and I think the device will be of aid to 
the merchants than otherwise. I trast the plans which I enclose and the 
comments I have made may be of some service to the members of your

CANTON INSURANCE OFFICE. 
The following report of the meeting of the Canton Insurance 
Office was shut out of our last issue owing to want of space :— 
A meeting of the shareholders in the above office was held on the 2nd 
Nov., at theit roomé, at tivo o'clock ; the Hon. Wa. Keswick occupying 


the chair. 
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The final accounts of the office for 1865 were laid before the meeting, 
together with statements of the condition of the office of 1866 so faras the 
accounts were complete, and of the office for the current year up to the 
S0th Sept. The total profit for the year 1865 amounted to 2331 200, 
aliowing two dividends, one of $750 and another of £354 per share, and a 
reserved third of $110,400. For 1866 the profit ov the incomplete accounts 
was $244,205, and up to date the profit of the current year was $366,478, 
subject to some reductions. 

On motion of Mr. Bosman, the final accounts for 1865 were passed, 
and ie for the ensuing two years submitted to the meeting were ap- 

roved. 
The CHAIRMAN stated that the accounts of 1866, so far as complete, 
would admit of an immediate dividend of $500 per share. 

Mr. Bosat1an proposed that the general agents be authorised to declare 
a dividend of $500 per share, thatthe accounts be closed, and the office, 
1866, wound up under their supervision, which was unanimously agreed to. 

On motion of Mr. W. H. Foster, jun., seconded by Mr. Duncanson, 
a pension of $1,200 per annum was voted to Mr. Rickett, now residing in 
England, for his past faithful and efticient services to the office. 

The CuarrMan stated that the general agents had received a letter 
from the secretary of the North China Insurance Company, at Shanghai, 
asking for the co-operation of the Canton Office, in replying to a letter 
received from the agents of the company in London, on the present rate 
of premium charged on sailing ships from China to London. The London 
companies complained that it was too low to be protitable, and that as it 
was at present the home offices had a most unfavourable experience. They 
appealed to the North China, as having originally reduced the rate to its 
present level, to now take the initiative in increasing it to a paying 
standard. As yet there had been no definite reply given to this letter, 
the general agents wishing first to submit the question to the shareholders 
and have their views upon it. He would say, however, that there was a 
mistake about the rate having been reduced, since it was identical now to 
that charged by this office since its beginning, or at least for thirty years 
back, and he was now of opinion that it was a fair and just one. He 
called attention, however, to a suggestion that had been made at the last 
regular meeting in regard to the charge for brokerage, he thought all 
would be willing that this should be recuced from 15 to 10 per cent. 

Mr. Lemann said he knew the risks by sailing vessels from China to 
Great Britain had been profitable neither to the North China Company 
nor to the underwriters at home, and if they had been profitable to the 
* Canton’ (as the general agents averred) it must have been by a mere 
matter of chance, since the business of the “ North China” and of the 
“Canton” are conducted on exactly the same principles as regards ac- 
ceptance of risks, and up toa certain limit the two offices took each as 
much as they could get. If the offices could get an equal line, or amount 
on each vessel the result would be profitable, and it would be easy to 
ascertain, from statistice, what the average amount of insurance offered to 
the offices is on each vessel. But as matters at present stand, there may 
be a large line on one stip, and only asmall one on ancther, so that the 
result is more a matter ot chance than if only an average amount were 
taken. The taking of such risks or large amounts oa any one vessel is 
not so much the fault of the directors of the offices as of the shareholders, 
who are importunate to have all their risks taken in offices in which they 
are shareholders, because they wish to share in the one-third of the profits 
of the offices, which are reserved for contributing shareholders, 

After some further conversation, 

Mr. Bosman said he thought that this was a subject for the general 
agents to deal with, and since they now knew the views of the share- 
holders, he thought the whole ought to be left with them, to take what 
action they might deem most fit. This met with unanimous approval of 
thoee present, and, there being no other business, the meeting separated.

Messrs. Holliday, Wise, and Co. have been appointed to 
succeed Messrs. Dent and Co. as agents for the London As- 
surance Company in Hong Kong and Shanghai, and they are 
empowered to accept risks. 

The deed of inspection executed by the creditors of Messrs, 
Smith, Kennedy and Co., of China, has been duly completed 
and registered. ‘The inspectors are Mr. K. J. Gilman, Mr. 
A. D. Chapman (of Messrs. Gregson and Co.), and Mr. G. B. 
Dewhurst, of Manchester. 

We have the following changes in mercantile firms to 
notice :— 

The business of Mr. B. Liebert, of Manchester and Bradford, has been 
made over to Messrs, Levita and Hudson, who will conduct it at both 
places under their names. 

Mr. George Rennie, of Liverpool, intimates that he has retired from 
the firm of Rennie, Clowes, and Co., of Liverpool, and from the firm of 
Rennie, Scovell, and Co., of Bombay. The business of both houses will 
be carried on under the same style by Messrs. W. R, Price and R. C. 
Antrobus, (late of China). 

Mr. John Sands, jun., who has for some years been a partner in the 
firm of Framjee Sands and Co., of Bombay, and Mr. William Yeoman, 
who of late years has held the power of attorney of Frith, Sands and Co., 
have been admitted partners of Frith, Sands, and Co. Mr. John Griffith 
Frith retires. Mr. Meyer, of the firm of Messrs. Siordet and Co., retires, 
and Mr. John James Siordet and his two sons carry on the business, and 
assume all the liabilities. 

Mr. James Goddard, jun., has admitted Mr. James Fergusson as a part- 
ner. The firm is now James Goddard, Jun., and Co. 

Mesers. John Hegan and Co. intimate that they have taken fnto partner- 
ship Mr. James Hainsworth, late of Liverpool. Mr. Alfred Hooper, who 
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has a recognised interest in the business, will sign, as heretofore, per pro- 
curation. 

Messrs. Schultze and Mohr have issued a circular to the effect that the 
{interest and responsibility of the widow of the late Mr. Carl Mohr in the 
firm has terminated, and that Mr. Alfred Mohr has joined as a partner. 
Mr. Edward Bates, of Liverpool, announces that he has taken into part- 
nership his eldest son, Edward Percy Bates, and that the firm will be car- 
ried on as Edward Bates, of Liverpool, and Edward Bates and Co., of 
Bombay. Mr. H. O. Houghton, of Liverpool, states that Mr. John Cobb 
Clowes has been admitted a partner, and that the firm in future will be 
called Houghton, Clowes, and Co. The partnership hitherto existing 
between Mr. James John Hance and Mr. Stephen Hartley Knowles, of 
Liverpool, trading under the title of William Greame and Co., has been 
dissolved, and will in future be continued by Mr. James John Hance and 
his son, James John Hance, jun., under the title of Han¢e, Son, and 
Co. Messrs, Kinloch and Co., of Liverpool, intimate that they have 
taken into partnership Mr. John Strachan, and that in future the business 
will be conducted under the title of Messrs. Kinloch, Strachan, and Co. 
Messrs. T. and H. Littledale, of Liverpool, announce that they have 
admitted Mr. J. A. Tobin a partner in the firm. 

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Bourd of Trade Returns for November, 1867,show a falling 
off of only £200,691, or about 14 percent., in the declared value 
of our exportations compared with the corresponding month 
of last year. As against the same month of 1865, how- 
ever, the decrease is 44 per cent. ‘The cotton trade has 
been fully equal to that of November, 1866, even as regards 
the nominal value of our shipments, while in respect to their 
quantity a large increase is shown. Of cotton yarns the con- 
sigaments of the month were 24 per cent. in value and 44 per 
cent. in quantity over November, 18€6, while of cotton goods, 
although but fractionally larger in value, they were 30 per cent. 
more in quantity. With the exception of an increase of 2 per 
cent. under the head of silk manufactures, a diminution is 
shown in nearly all the other principal articles. (It has 
been 3 per cent. in earthenware, 2 per cent. in hard- 
wares, 19 per cent. in haberdashery, and 3 per cent. in 
iron manufactures. Linen manufactures show a falling off 
of 30 per cent. in value, and 28 per cent. in quantity, and 
woollen manufactures a falling off of 11 per cent. in value and 
16 per cent. in quantity. In most of the minor branches of 
production the business of the month was comparatively active: 
With regard to the importations of the month, it appears tha 
the arrivals of cotton were but 469,373 cwt., against 645,227 
in November, 1866. Of wheat they have been 3,903,760 cwt. 
against 1,995,106 cwt—an increase of almost 100 per cent., 
and nearly half of the entire total was again obtained from 
Russia. From the United States, whence the quantity last 
year was insignificant, the proportion has been 15 per cent. 
The value of our exports of the produce and manufactures of 
the United Kingdom for the first 11 months of 1867 has been 
£167,931,378—showing a reduction of only 33 per cent. from 
the total of the corresponding period of 1866, which was the 
largest ever attained. Compared with the corresponding 11 
months of 1865 an increase is exhibited of 113 per cent.
